school.  Mr.  Sampson  noted  that  enrollment  this  year  was 
about  the  same  for  Marion,  but  overall  has  increased.  They 
are  also  planning  to  add  some  new  programs  and  expand 
several  existing  ones.  "We're  looking  at  focusing  a  little  more 
strongly  on  where  the  students  can  get  their  career  op- 
portunities," he  said. 

Mr.  Sampson  presented  a  total  proposed  budget  of 
$81,216  as  Marion's  share  of  the  regional  high  school.  With  a 
current  enrollment  of  12  Marion  students  out  of  a  total  450, 
the  final  figure  was  based  on  a  net  contribution  of  2.67 
percent  and  a  capital  budget  assessment  of  4.37  percent.  The 
final  figure  was  based  on  a  formula  as  set  by  the  Education 
Reform  Act  of  1993.  The  requested  amount  is  $8,926  higher 
than  last  year's  assessment  of  $72,290. 

Mr.  Sampson  cited  a  decrease  in  state  aid  —  about 
$30,000  less  than  last  year  —  and  an  increase  in  overall 
enrollment  as  the  reasons  for  the  increase. 

Before  departing,  Mr.  Sampson  also  informed  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  that  they  will  be 
looking  at  making  some  capital  repairs  next  year  somewhere 
between  $1.3  and  $1.5  million.  These  repairs,  which  will  be 
paid  for  via  a  bond  issue  as  voted  on  by  all  five  towns, 
would  include  repair/ replacement  of  the  roof,  repair  of 
heating  system,  and  making  the  facility  handicapped- 
accessible  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  American  Dis- 
abilities Act  (ADA).

"I  think  we  should  be  able  to  make  our  choice 
from  the  entire  selection,"  he  said.

shall  have  their  wells  tested  at  the  expense  of  the  licensee; 
"trucks  entering/exiting"  signs  are  to  be  posted  at  the 
entrance  to  the  property;  and  no  surface  wells  shall  be  dug 
below  elevation  zero  unless  it  is  a  driven  well. 

Despite  the  numerous  stipulations  placed  within 
the  Earth  Removal  Permit,  however,  many  residents  were 
still  concerned  about  the  potential  dangers  of  chemicals 
used  in  the  cranberry  bogs  and  the  fact  that  increased 
traffic  may  cause  problems. 

"I  understand  that  it  can  take  up  to  seven  years  to 
trace  any  chemicals  in  water,"  said  Janet  Gauvin.  "How 
can  we  protect  ourselves  once  the  project  is  over  and  done 
with?  You  can't  guarantee  that,  can  you?" 

Cranberry  grower  Georgia  Chamberlain  reiterated 
the  fact  that  the  chemicals  used  on  the  bogs  are  all 
approved  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
and  must  be  applied  by  a  licensed  professional.  "All  the 
water  and  related  chemicals  used  in  cranberry  bogs  need 
to  meet  strict  Department  of  Agriculture  and  EPA 
standards,"  she  said.  "You  have  to  remember  that  this 
product  is  grown  for  human  consumption." 

The  board  also  asked  Mr.  Milka  if  he  would  go 
through  the  Conservation  Commission  although  it  is  not  a 
requirement  of  the  project  as  proposed.  "We  don't  mind 
doing  that,"  said  William  Madden  of  GAF  Engineering, 
who  was  representing  Mr.  Milka.  "In  fact,  we  will  even  go 
a  step  further  and  apply  for  a  formal  Request  for 
Determination  from  the  ConCom." 

But  many  of  the  residents  were  still  concerned  that

the  bogs  would  damage  the  area's  natural  resources  and 
water  supply.  "I  think  this  meeting  has  been  very  biased/' 
said  Joan  Plaud.  "We  already  have  too  many  cranberry 
growers  and  I  think  everyone  (in  the  area)  and  everyone  in 
Marion  should  be  notified  of  this  project." 

Chairman  Hughes  noted  that  the  Town  of  Marion 
had  been  notified  and  a  representative  was  present  at  the 
last  meeting.  He  also  added  that  the  area  has  been  zoned 
for  both  agricultural  and  residential  use  and,  as  such,  the 
board  couldn't  really  stop  Mr.  Milka  from  proceeding  with 
the  project.  Their  only  function  was  to  ensure  that  certain 
stipulations  are  met  while  the  project  is  excavated.
